First, morally we shall be perfect in Heaven. There are three works 
or sanctification which the Lord accomplishes in our lives. 

There is past sanctification, according to Hebrews 10:10, which says 
we have been sanctified." When we received Christ as personal 
Savior we were sanctified, we were set apart for the Lord. That is 
a status that we have automatically received. 


There is a process of present sanctification. Hebrews 10:14: "For 
by one offering He has perfected forever those who are being sancti- 
tied.

We are being sanctified at the present time 


^ e n there is future sanctification. I Thessalonians 5:23: "Now may 
the God of peace sanctify you completely, and may your whole spirit 
soul and body be preserved blameless at the coming of our Lord Jesus 
ShrilLt. The process of sanctification will then be complete. It is 
in that stage that we will enter into Heaven, and I believe that 
morally (and it is an encouragement to us, is it not?) we shall be 
perfect in Heaven.

Our resurrection body will have some connection with the one that is 
ai Vn the ^ rave - But in addition, I think we can infer that when 
we shall be like Him we will be the same age, approximately 33 years 
old. He is our only model which we shall be like in Heaven. I be¬ 
lieve many Bible scholars do agree with that inference. 

What about infants who have died. Again as an inference - if an 86- 
year-old man is restored to 33 years, why can not an 86-day-old in¬ 
fant be matured to 33 years of age. It is heartbreaking in this life 
to see an infant that has never grown. I believe that would be true 
also of infants in Heaven. They surely will not remain in that stage 
but will be matured to be like the Lord Jesus, for they too shall see 
Him as He is. 


Then, mentally there will be growth. Since finiteness can never be¬ 
come infinity (and we are finite), then Heaven will be an ever- 
unfoldmg learning process.
